NEW SPEEDWAY 
FOR FOOTHILL I 
POSTWAR PLANS 


Foothill boulevard, which cross- 
es the north part of Upland, is 
apparently scheduled to become 
part of upwards of some 3,000 
miles of super-highways’ which 
are being planned for this section. 
The new highways program now 
being planned as a postwar pro- 
ject was revealed by E. BE. Bast, 
chief engineer of the Automobile 
lub of Southern California, at a 
joint meeting of San Bernardino 
and Riverside officials, held at 
San Bernardino on Friday. 

County Commissioner Howard 
L, Way, presided at the joint ses- 
sion, in ‘which Mr, East outlined 
this great net-work of highways 
connecting the San _ Bernardino 

valley and mountain region by @ 
group of super highways, with 
the rest of the southland. The 
officials of the two counties ap- 
proved the program and agreed 
to organize a. committee for local 
advancement of the program. 
PROGRAM OUTLINED 

Although complete details have 
not been prepared, it was gener- 
ally agreed that these new super 
highways would be similar to the 
Arroyo Seco freeway which now 
links Los Angeles and Pasadena. 
The program calls for: 

Two super highways from the 
Los Angeles area through Up- 
land toward San Bernardino, 
with one generally following 
the present Foothill boulevard 
and the other along Valley 
boulevard. The. Foothill high- 
way would end near Mt, Ver- 
non avenue in San Bernardino, 
connecting with, highways lead- 
ing into the Cajon pass region. 
The Valley: boulevard highway, 
continuing into Colton, possibly 
continuing through San Timo- 
teo canyon into Imperial’ val- 
ley. 

Another super highway would 
connect Cajon pass and San Ber- 
nardino on to San Diego, passing 
through Highgrove, Perris and 

the Temecula districts. High- 
ways from Cajon pass would con- 
nect with major highways to 
Bakersfield and also, to Victor- 
vile, Barstow, and Needles. An- 
other super freeway is proposed 
to be constructed through River- 
side, Corona and Santa Ana can- 
yon into the beach section. 
CENTER BARRIER 

The type of construction that 
is generally approved, calls for 
physical barriers separating op- 
posing traffic and preventing left 
turns; grade separation struct- 

\ures to eliminate crossings; in- 
gress and egress lanes of ade- 
quate length; physical barriers to 
protect the traveled way from 
parking of vehicles and roadside 
vending, and with the thought of 
permitting development of road- 
side plantings.
